Secretary of W ar Patterson renewed 
the army's campaign for ur.ii’ioa- 
tion of the armed forces, declaring 
that "we cannot continue to gamble 
on such an inefficient, costly system 
in either peace or war” as is now 
in effect. 
Patterson also urged adoption of 
the armWs proposal for universal 
military training ^and stressed the 
importance of meeting arm y recruit­ 
ing needs which he placed at 40.000 
enlistments monthly. 
The secretary spoke at the grad­ 
ual ion exercises oi the Army Infor­ 
mation School a t Carlisle. Pa., bar­ 
racks. 
He said: 
•No m atter how capable the sol­ 
diers who compose our army, th^v 
must b< 
part oi an over-all n a ­ 
tional defense organization that can 
cope with the speed and immensity 
oi modern war. 
Unification is the 
name of the proposal to give the 
nation such an organization. 
Weakness is Plain 
"The weakness of our present sys­ 
tem. with separate secretaries of the 
navy and war. is plain on the rec­ 
ords of this last war. 
We cannot 
continue to gamble on such an inef­ 
ficient costly system in either peace 
or war.” 
Patterson told the Anny Iniirm a- 
tion School graduates th a t they were 
called upon to use force greatei than 
the atomic bomb in putting across 
to the public the army's needs. 
He 
said: “That force is words . . . " 
Patterson declared that 
“explo­ 
sives. in the generall accepted mili­ 
tary sense, may destroy an entire 
city,” adding that “words can wipe 
out an entire way of life or create a 
new world.”
